By two o'clock tlw onlookers had 
commonced to arrive, and by the lime 
the first race was started three sec- 
tions of the stadium were filled, the 
R.V.C. holding down its usual posi- 
tion at the east end. The increase ot 
humbcrs over the attendance at the 
Krcslinian-Sopliomore meet last week 
wuH very notici^ablc, almost a thou- 
sand people being present. 

'The showing of this year's track 
men augurs well for our success at 
I'oronto next week. The entries were 
larger this year than ever before, the 
finish of most of the events were 
very flosi', and tlio times belicr than 
last year. New men flre Hhowlng up, 
and 'Varsity will have to go better 
than in 1919 to fIgiire«mongst thoso 
present. 

One college record was tied when 
Farthing, running (?aslly and prettily, 
cleared every hurdle and crossed the 
120 yards tape in 17 seconds. When 
Farthing takes off his sweater and 
gets a little competition we may sèe 
the Intorcolleglalo ■ record broken, 
barring mishaps. 

Thf high Jump, as usual, was.hotly 
contf-stcd. Don Foss won, cleaning 
S fc»i.7 Inches, and coming within an 
inch of the Intercollegiate record of 
190G, and one-half inch of the McGill 
record. Antllff won the polo vault 
at 10 feet, and Gaboury made a very 
good second by coming 'back and 
clearing 10 feet 3 inches. As it is 
Oaboury's first shot at the pole vault, 
he made a very good showing, and 
under a week of Van Wagner's coach- 
ing, may got another eight inches. 

Johnson, of second year, surprised 
the onlookers by winning three 
events. He camo within two-fifths 
of a second of the hundred yards 
record, and soon after won both the 
220 and 440. Hay came a close 
second, but. showed signs of being In 
only fair condition. '

McGill miglrt 
quite easily win t^o pinces in the 
mile at Toronto, as, Hamilton Is run- 
ning with his .same long and powerful 
stride which brought him first last 
year, while Frederick is running -a 
very close second. 

M. R. Wells brought the seniors' 
total up five points by beating Antllff 
and Kennedy In the running broad 
jump Wells has a long stride and a 
powerful Jump, and it looks to the 
idle railbird, who Is'-usually so flush 
with his advice, that if he could tuck 
his ff.et up a little more, he could get 
the other ten Inches which separate 
him from the record. 

Kennedy won the 16-lb. shot, 
throwing 3 S feet, three inches under 
the record. The hammer was the 
weakest event.of the day, Dickie com- 
ing first with 74 feet. This is 48 
feet short of the record, -and unless 
some new man springs up next week, 
McGill will make a poor showing at 
Bwlngl&g the lead. 

Tho three mile race, terminating 
the day, provided a finish which 
brought every spectator to his feet. 
Five entries started, and all crossed 
the lino. For the first lap all ware 
bunched, but Antllff and Creelman 
soon drew away. For ten laps Creel- 
man followéd at Antllff's hrols. and 
it looked as if the last mile would de- 
cide the race. But not until the lUh 
lap did any change take place. 
Creelman sprinted as he passed the 
line and led the way around the 
west bend. ■ Down the straight both 
raced for second place. At the east i 
turn Antllff forged ahead, and put- | 
ting on a spfliit which Çrcelman I 
could not duplicate, won by thirty 1 
yards.

CONVOCATION — NIGHT 



Fellows and Honorary Fel- 
lows Admitted. 



The }ast official meeting of the 
Clinical Congress of the American 
College of Surgeons was held in St. 
James Church last night at eight 
o'clock, when the eighth convocation 
took place. After the invocation was 
pronounced by Rev. Dr. Symonds, the 
candidates were presented to the 
president by W. .T. Mayo. Six hun- 
dred and nineteen In all, including 
a number of candidates from South 
America, were admitted to the fellow- 
ship of the Association. Following 
the admission of the Fellows, the 
Honorary Fellows wore proposed by 
various members of the Board of 
ReRtntH and received by the presi- 
dent The presidential address was 
received with appreciation and warm 
applause by the large crowd In at- 
tendance. In It Dr. Armstrong «iado 
a plea not only for bettor surgery 
and more I'tliical procedure, but also 
for constructive work from the point 
of view of conserving the nation's 
most valued resources, her men and 
women. • 

The Fellowship address, by .Sir 
William Taylor, "Taylor of Dublin," 
was In the nature of a brief history of 
the Royal College of Surgeons of Ire- 
land. Unlike the American "College 
of Srrgeons, this college prepares stu- 
dcntt for license to practise, and has 
powei to revoke the license of any 
licentiate convicted of unethical con- 
duct. Sir William closed with warm 
thanks to the College and to their 
hosts on behalf of the delegation froin 
Oreat Britain. 

Yesterday afternoon the last spe- 
cial clinical demonstration of this 
season was hold In Windsor Hall, 

Albert Peyron, M D., of the Pasteur 
Institute, Paris, delivered a most in- 
structive paper on the "Origin and 
Comparative Pathology of Tumors of 
the Testis." His work has been done 
largely on horses and dogs, and he 
has been sent over by the. French 
Oovernment especially to attend the 
convention of French Surgeons of 
North America, 

Prof. Oortel, of McQill, discussed 
the paper, paying trthnte to the great 
importance of Dr. Pejrron's investiga- 
tions, and alluding especially to the 
great difficulty of that kind of work. 

Following this. Dr. W. B. Oalllp, 
M.D., of Toronto, spoke on "Demon- 
stration of Pathological Changes in 
Bone Regeneration." He had in- 
vestigated bone grafts on dogs at dif- 
ferent intervals from the time of 
transplantation. He had found that 
in a short time the bone cells of the 
graft, having no circulation, natur- 
ally died, but around the edges of the 
graft, where the lymph from the sur- 
rounding tissues bathed the trans- 
planted bone, some of the cells did 
not die. Through all the apertures 
in the graft capillary vessels grew, 
and accompanying them wore pro- 
liferating osteoblasts, which absorbed 
the dead material and replacing it 
with new bone. In this manner, In 
almost eight weeks the graft was 
turned Into n soft, spongy bone, and 
at thih .^tai-e, If care were not taken 
to prevent x lolent exercise, a fracture 
might take place. 

O. J. Thomson, M.D., of Canton, 
then spoke on "Some Surgical Condi- 
tions Met With in South China." He 
gave some ptriklng examples, picked 
from 65,000 cases operated upon In 
the Canton General Hospital. Some 
excellent lantern slides were also 
exhibited. 

In discussing the paper, Geo 
Davis. M.D., of Chicago, commented 
on the frequency of cancer of the 
cheek in the Philippines and other 
Eastern countries. He explained that 
this was due to the fact that the 
natives chew a mixture of lime and 
betel nuts and leaves, which cai; 
tnc Rrowtli. 

F. E. McKenty, M.D., P.R.C.S . 
Montreal, read a' paper on "Blasto- 
mycosis," .and the pf'ograinme was 
concluded by a discussion of this sub- 
ject by Dr. T: L. D. Mason, of Mont-
